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My Story 
of Atlanta 


SAM W. SMAEL 


CHAPTER III. 
Atlanta’s First Settler. 

In the various historic works writ- 
ten about Atlanta there is a conflict 
of statements as to the exact year 
when Hardy Ivy settled on his farm. 
One quite reliable authority says it 
was in 1833, which would put the 
embryonic planting of the city in the 
centennial year of the Georgia colony. 
Oglethorpe, it will be recalled, founded 
his colony on the bluffs of Yamacraw 
at Sayannah in 1733. If Ivy did lo- 
cate himself and family altar here in 
1833, then the ‘centennial of Atlanta 
and the sesqui-centennial of Georgia 
will be jointly celebrated in 1935, eight 
years hence. 

From all the testimonies on the sub- 
ject, I am induced to believe that 1833, 
and not 1836, is the reliable A. U. C. 
of this metropolis and that some pub- 
lic memorial of the fact should be 
erected at Five Points for the informa- 
tion of the passing world. 

That was the year when the Georgia 
assembly, answering a state-wide de- 
mand for intercommunication between 
the rapidly developing sections of the 
state, granted charters for three rail- 
way lines—the Central, from Savan- 
nah to Macon; the Monroe, from Ma- 
con to Forsyth, and thence northwest- 
erly “to wheresoever,” so to speak, 
and the Georgia, from Augusta west- 
ward—idem and ditto! > 

In fact, at that time, looking the 
map of the commonwealth over: from 
the Milledgeville viewpoint, neither 
the legislators nor: the railroad’ pro- 
moters could be sure how far they 
could build the lines and where they 
would ¢nd. The Georgia and the Mon- 
roe lines on the map, were simply 
headed toward the tall itimbers of the 
undeveloped wilderness that abounded 
hereabouts. The prevailing notion was

‘that when the fails ran_against the 


foothille upon which Atlanta now sits 
imperial, they would just naturally 
hglt because “they couldun’t climb’ a 
tree.” Railway engineering in. that 


era was itself a yenturesome and ex- 
perimental science. 

Sometime in 1835, ahead of the an- 
nual session. of the legislature,.a state 
convention of public spirited citizens 
gathered at Macon and elaborately dis- 
cussed the future relations of Georgia 
with the Mississippi valley and the ex- 
pansions of populatiom and interstate 
commerce in. the newly developing 
trans-Mississippi country. That con- 
vention, with rare prescience, resolv- 
ed that the future welfare and wealth 
of Georgia, demanded rail connection 
with the Father of. Waters. A memo- 
rial, eloquent in its arguments and 
prophecies, was sent to the gerieral as- 
seinbly urging that body to provide for 
the speedy building of a state-owned 
railroad to the west. 

After serious debate the legislature 
passed the act “for the-construction of 
a railroad from the Tennessee line, 
near the Tennessee river, to the south- 
western bank of the, Chattahoochee 
river, at a point most eligible for the 
running of branch roads thence to 
Athens, Madison, Milledgeville, For- 
syth and Columbus.” 

Governor Schley signed the bill on 
the 21st of December, 1835, and thus 
prepared a Christmas gift for the peo- 
ple of Georgia that has since grown 
to be their most opulent asset, 

Thus, also, Georgia became the pio- 
neer of 'the policy of * ‘government own- 
ership of public utilities.” She was} 
the first state of the union to build, 
own, and operate a’ railroad line and 
is now the only state that owns such 
a line. She has never ceased to own 
it since it was built, although for 50 
years and more, she has had it operat-

WITH PEACE TREATY 


French Premier Declares 
Formal Approval of Pact 
Is Most Momentous Ac- 
tion of Modern Times.

London, December 1.—Disarma- 
ment is next on the European agenda. 
With the Locarno treaties formally 
signed and sealed, there remains only 
their formal ratification by the vari- 
ous interested parliaments which have 
not yet acted to put them fully into 
effect. These ratifications will be per- 
functory matters, for the only real 
opposition to the treaties was in Ger- 
many, and the reichstag already has 
approved them. 

The war left three great interna- 
tional problems to be solved in Ku- 
rope, and. disarmament is/the third 
and last to which Europe mist turn. 
|The problems were: — Reparations, 
solved by the Dawes plan; security, 
which is the aim of the Locarno 
treaties; and disarmament, which is 
yet to be dealt with. It is axiomatic 
among HWuropean statesmen that se- 
curity must come, before disarma- 
ment, and now Europe is confident 
that security has come. The disarma- 
ment which is to follow will be of a 
union between the Locarno treaties 
and the League of Nations.

CLARK TO CONFER 
WITH GOVERNOR 
ON SCRIP ISSUE 


Colonel John W. Clark, state pen- 
sion commissioner, stated ‘Tuesday 
that he expected to confer sometime 
this week with the governor in regard 
to issuing scrip for payment of past 
due Confederate pensions, in accord- 
ance with provisions made in the 
scrip bill passed by the legislature 
last: summer. 

Colonel: Clark stated that while the 
exact figure is not yet known, $2,- 
750,000 will pay past-due pensions in 
full and he stated that many veterans 
are insisting on early issuance of the 
scrip. In event the governor decides 
to call an extra session of the legis- 


scrip bill, the pension commissioner 
said its issuance would probably be 
delayed, inasmuch as changes in the 
law would probably result jn a lower 
discounting rate for veterans when 
they went to cash their scrip. 

It has been contended that the 
scrip, even if issued, would be worth- 


authorizing it and stating that it 
should be redeemable in two years’ 
time, failed to provide means for its 
retirement when due. It also is ar- 
gued that such an. issue of scrip is 
practically the same as a bond issue 
which cannot be constitutionally en- 
acted without special approval by the 
voters. 

Colonel Clark. pointed out that it 
is impossible to tell what the exact 
amount needed to meet past-lue pen- 
sions will be at any future date, in- 
asmuch as hardly a-day passes with- 
out the death of one or more pen- 
sioners in some part of the state.

abiding section of America. 
Mississippi, with almost half of 
the total lynchings for the year, is 
determined, as never hefore, to 
stamp mob violence from that state. 
State officials, lawyers, outstanding 
citizens in every line of endeavor, 
have publicly denounced the 1925 
record and pledged allegiance to 


State. The women are mobilized 
behind the crusade for law and 
order. 

Under the direction of the state 
bar association these denunciations 
have been compiled into an 80-page 
booklet and ‘broadcast throughout 
the state. Newspapers are giving 
liberal space to the crusade. 
“Lynchings—all mob _  activities— 
must go in Mississippi,” say the 
leaders of thought. It is a new day 
in that state, for the record that 
Mississippi has made in this respect 
has reflected upon the state to its 
own serious economic and _ social 
disadvantage. \ 

Georgia comes second in 1925. 
And yet with only two lynchings 
during the 14 months of the year 
there is cause for rejoicing that a 
higher regard for law, and for the 
majesty ofthe court system, has 
Seized the people. But two lynch- 
ings are two too many. One mob, 
whether night riding to “regulate” 
community morals, or to wreak per- 
sonal secret-order vengeance, or to 
illegally punish for an unspeakable 
crime, is one mob too many. | 
, The law is supreme. The court 
system is fundamental. Crime must 
be punished according to law, ‘if it 


must pay. It is a blow at govern- 
ment to supercede the orderly en- 
forcement of law with violence. And 
when the law, and when govern- 
ment held together by the law, are 
Sacrificed to the mob, then anarchy 
reigns, and the state in which such 
a condition exists must rectify its 


for law-abiding people to live. 
Georgia is making progress. It is 
hoped, in the spirit of the new day, 
there may be no lynchings in 1926 
-——no mob activities of any nature. 
If the trial. courts will speed up 
their criminal dockets, and iff the 
delays of penal justice that have in 
the past intensified the mob spirit 
may be obviated, such an ideal con- 
dition may be confidently expected. 

The persons who should also bear 
the blame for every killing by a mob 
are the persons whose duty it is to 
preserve the peace and enforce the 
law. Every county has officers 
charged with these duties and sworn 
to perform them. They are elected 
as the representatives or agents of 
the people to see fo it that the law 
is Obeyed. They are clothed with 
official authority. They may ap- 
point deputies and assistants. The 
number of these may be increased 
as the occasion requires. They 
may Summon and arm with weapons 
and authority, the entire body of 
the citizenship. Whatever-help they 
need they have the power to com- 
mand. Then why should they not 
force people to respect the law? 
lf the officers charged with this 
duty are not able, in any county, 
to meet crowds organized for the 
very purpose of setting the govern- 
ment at defiance, then should not 
such officers resign and. allow the 
positions to be filled by men able 
and willing to hold down the jobs?
